The Town voted to grant the Marlow Fire Department Ambulance 
& Rescue Squad permission to sell or trade their present 
Cadillac ambulance, if the occasion arises in the next two 


years. 


All money realized from such a sale or trade to go 


toward the purchase of a newer ambulance. All final 
transactions to be by approval of the Selectmen. 


Article 8. The Town voted to request the State Department of Revenue 
Administration to do a complete appraisal of the Town, 
and place $500.00 in a capital reserve account for that 
purpose. (included in budget) 


Article 9. The Town adopted the amendments to the Marlow Building 
Regulations as follows: 


Paragraph 3: No trailer or mobile home shall be placed in this town 
either on a temporary or permanent basis; no building construction 

Shall be started; no alterations or, or additions to, existing buildings 
of an estimated cost of more than $1,000.00 undertaken, and no building 
Shall be put to any different use than on the day of enactment of this 
Ordinance until a permit has been issued by the Building Inspector under 
the terms of this ordinance, or the requirement waived. 


Paragraph 6: Exceptions. The construction of small accessory buildings 
adjacent to existing dwellings or commercial establishments, the express 
purpose or suitability of which is neither human habitation, automotive 
storage and/or repair, nor the housing of livestock, and of an initial 
cost not to exceed $1,000.00, and further provided that they are not 
detrimental to the character of the neighborhood nor a possible health 
hazzard or safety hazzard nor in violation of any other provisions of 
this ordinance, together with minor alterations, repairs and general 
upkeep of existing buildings shall be exempt from the permit requirements 
at the discretion of the Building Inspector. 


Article 10. It was voted to accept the donation by the Marlow Citizen's 
Organization Bingo Fund of the barn now situated at the 
town dump. 


Article 11. <A motion to relocate the barn at the dump was defeated. 


Article 12. The Town voted to authorize the Selectment to make 
application for and to accept, on the behalf of the Town, any 
and all grants or other funds which may or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of 
New Hampshire, or any Federal, State or private agency, and 
adopted this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 13. A vote of thanks was given to Mabel Champney & the Marlow 
Citizen's Committee for her help in giving the barn to the 
Town. 


It was voted that payment to the Police Department be set at 
$4.00 per call and 20¢ per mile.

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Our initial report to you this year was going to be one of relative 
optimism.

We must remember as we make our way through this difficult period that al] 
voting members are encouraged to speak their mind at the annual meetings 
upcoming, but the differences voiced there are dissolved once the will of 
the majority is ascertained. Whether the end result should be lower 
taxation and the elimination or reduction of some services, or higher 
taxation and the improvement of existing programs, let us all leave the 
annual celebration of democracy with a feeling of fairness and justice 
having had its best chance to work. 


We believe that one of our community's greatest resources is our 
people. We see a community of hard-working, law-abiding citizens striving 
to make this village hamlet a better place to live for generations to come, 
by preserving as much as possible the natural resources of clean air, 
water and freedom. We see a people of homespun wisdom and common sense 
that is gained from the lessons of self-sufficiency taught us so well by 
our rigorous winters. The common-sense and judgment that allows us to 
survive where those less skilled would perish must now be tested fully in 
the decisions we will make at our school district and town meetings. 


Programs and services should not be cut back merely to lower the tax 
burden if they are in fact worth-while and make good "Sense". At the same 
time we should feel no obligation to maintain any portion of spending 
merely because the federal or state government requires it. All of our 
judgments should be our own. Does it make sense to do this or not? If we 
cut this out this year will we be in worse shape next year and end up 
costing ourselves more in the longa run? We have every confidence in your 
ability to make the best choices for the community in the coming meetings. 


On a more positive note we see a healthy movement towards involvement 
in volunteer Organizations which add so much in the way of spirit to the 
community. All of these groups that continue to put in hours and hours of 
valuable time and effort are to be commended for their work over the past 
several years and their continued work in the future. 


Those of you who can find time to assist in keeping the cost of town 


government at a minimum by serving on the various boards and committees 
are encouraged to help out as much as you are able. The planning board, 
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zoning board of adjustment, and budget committees could all use your 
participation. A continued strong interest in the Fire Department will 
enable that organization to perpetuate the excellent service that it has 
provided the community over the many years of its existence. 


Finally we would like to take this opportunity to thank each of you 
for your support and cooperation in helping us to do the best we can in 
managing the community's affairs between annual meetings. Basically we 
attempt to serve you as trustees and guardians of your interests during 
the course of the year. The increasing burden of paperwork makes the 
task more and more time consuming without any very noticeable results. 

We hope that your continued patience with our efforts will be rewarded as 
some of our efforts begin to come to fruitation. We look forward to a 
year of great challenge, hard work, and hopefully a completion of the 
community master plan and the beginnings of the community center which 
would serve so many needs especially during the winter months. We 
fervently believe that our community is indeed one of the "last and best 
hopes" of preserving rural New Hampshire and we ask you to join as a whole 
in making that dream a reality.

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


This past year Lou Renaud and I have attended an Emergency Management course 

put on and paid totally for by the Federal Emergency Management Agency, a 
federal agency now in charge of Civil Defense. The course dealt with problem 
solving in varied emergency matters and was arduous. Unfortunately, during the 
course we were able to see shortcomings which I hope can be rectified. Our 
present warning system is no longer adequate, especially when you consider the 
burst of population growth outside the village proper, our proximity to areas of 
emergency consequence, and the potential of our being a host area to other 
industrial states in case of mass evacuation. I hope this problem can be resol- 
ved before we are mandated by state or federal jurisdiction to correct it. Lou 
Renaud has completed a Radiological Defense Officer course and has already put 
his training to use in instructing an ambulance course, with equipment and 
material supplied by State Civil Defense. The ever increasing task of filling 
out paperwork makes this job a difficult one, but worth it knowing that we can 
be prepared in time of emergency.

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MARLOW POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This past year has been eventful, what with my appointment as Chief of 
Police this past August, and the appointments of two new constables in 
August and September, Randy Preis and Lou Renaud. With regret I saw the 
resignation of Charles J. Champney, Sr. as Chief of Police. He has served 
the Town very well in the past years, and truly deserves the thanks of the 
citizens of Marlow for a job well done. He took on a difficult task and 
made Marlow a better place to live through his unceasing dedication. I 
appreciate the help he has given me since I took over the job in August. 


The background of the Marlow Police Department is a real asset to you. 
Randy has had four years of college, and brings to Marlow an intensive 
management background in business that was heavily people-oriented. His 
varied experiences have included working as a troubleshooter in minicomputers. 
Lou is a retired state trooper with extensive legal training, and now 
handles all our court prosecutions. I am also retired, having worked for 
varied Federal agencies. The end result of all this expertise is a truly 
professional department able to cope with almost anything that comes our 
way, available to you 24 hours a day, with a minimum of outside involvement. 


Since August we have handled almost a call a day for service, ranging 
from criminal investigation to motor vehicle accidents and animal control. 
In addition, we have completed mandatory state certification for police 
officers, and attended seminars in Emergency Management and animal control. 
I hope to continue this educational trend to be a even better service to you. 


My budget for the ensuing year is up mostly due. to inflation and much 
needed supplies. We sorely need many varied forms printed in order to 
conduct our business in an orderly manner, legal reference material, and 
two new portable radios. The town has paid for duplication of effort, which 
ijt can ill afford, due to lack of communication equipment. Our department 
budget is extremely low compared to surrounding towns, and it is my hope 
that town meeting sees fit to give us the equipment we need to operate 
effectively. 


In closing, I would like to remind you to call Mutual Aid in Keene 
when you need us; you will find their phone number on the front page of the 
telephone directory. I look forward to meeting you and providing you with 
the finest in police services.

In this respect Charlie Strickland has volunteered 
more than his share in making the Fire Department a success.

MARLOW VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department answered 28 alarms in the past year. These calls 
included 11 building, 9 chimney, 2 dumps, 1 oven, 1 boat, 1 accident, and 
3 cover calls. 


We -had 13 Mutual Aid calls: - 7 to Stoddard, 4 to Acworth, 1 to Gilsum, 
and 1 to Sullivan. 


We had 2 mutual aid calls to Marlow. East Alstead and Gilsum 
responded twice and Keene once. 


Last year the Fire Department purchased 150 feet of 1 inch booster 
hose, 750 feet of 2% inch double jacket hose, and a 1000 gallon portable 
folding tank. This equipment was purchased with town money, and has been 
installed on the #1 fire truck. 


The Fire Department also purchased one new 20 watt transistor radio 
and a 6 inch dump valve for the #2 truck. We had a new hose cover made for 
the back of the #1 truck. The cost of these three items being $761.00. 
Tney were paid for with funds raised by the fireman at no cost to the town. 
We also built a new and larger smoke ejector with donated parts and labor. 
Most of our vehicle maintenance and repairs are done by firemen with 
donated labor. 


The Fire Department has a manpower problem week days between the hours 
of 7 A.M. and 5 P.M. Last year we had one alarm in town that just one man 
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answered. We had one Mutual Aid call to Acworth with just two men answering 
the alarm. This call to Acworth left no one in town at that time. 


The Fire Department is presently meeting on the first Monday night of 
each month at 7 P.M. and again on the third Sunday at 10:15 A.M. at the 
fire station. If you are willing to help or become a member of the fire 
department we would like to talk with you.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MARLOW PLANNING BOARD 


This past year proved to be an extremely active one for our Planning 
Board. The Board was presented with a number of subdivision proposals of 
varying sizes in different areas of the town. These were all dealt with 
promptly and responsibly, and the resulting determinations took into 
consideration the best interests of the town and the property owner involved, 
both present and future. 


Aside from meeting with developers and landowners, conducting site 
inspections, and holding public hearings, the Planning Board continued to 
work on a comprehensive Master Plan for Marlow. Ably assisted by Mr. Andrew 
Motter of the Southwestern N.H. Regional Planning Commission, of which 
Marlow is a member, the Board completed in depth studies into various 
aspects of town conditions. Areas covered included population growth, land 
use, employment, transportation, recreation, town services, and the local 
economic environment. 


A summary of the compiled data was presented at a public meeting held 
in January. A responsive group of interested citizens attended and voiced 
their opinions regarding areas needing improvement. The ideas expressed will 
be incorporated into our Master Plan which is basically a blueprint for 
future growth, development, and improvement of the community. 


As the Planning Board progresses with the development of the Master 
Plan more public meetings will be called in order to gain needed citizen 
input concerning various areas of Marlow's future growth and development. 
Attendance at these meetings is of paramount importance, for only with the 
help of ideas and opinions from as many concerned residents as possible can 
we hope to create a valuable and useful tool for our town.
